Giving 
newspaper 
headline 


treatment to chapters and sto- 
ries from the Old Testament is 
the way in which a suburban 
Pittsburgh Sunday School teach- 
er 
stimulates interest in his 


class. 


The teacher, Nelson A. White 


of the Sunset Hills United Pres- 
byterian church of Mount Leba- 
non, believes the idea "servesto 
indicate a present day approach 
to the Bible and proves interest- 
ing in itself." 


White, a former advertising 


man, 
said getting his 
high 


school-age pupils to read the 
Bible used to be a problem. 


"Having them read a chapter 


a day wasn't easy. Now the kids 
show a good deal of interest and 
attendance 
has 
picked up," 


White says. 


He assigns 
chapters 
with 


headlines such as these: 


Tower of Babel — "Workers 


strike; skyscraper abandoned." 


Dietary laws — "Pure food 


laws 
adopted; 
ham, bacon 


mixed. 


Joshua's commanding the sun 


to stand still — 
ing introduced." 


And the headlines don't hedge 


on some of the Bible's chapters. 


For example: 
Jacob 
and 
Leah — "New- 


ly wed 
finds wrong bride in 


bed." 


Potiphar's wife — "Innocent 


servant framed by sexy wife." 


Rahab - 
"Call girl hides 


spies; immunity granted." 


White answered "no" when 


asked if any of these titles have 
drawn objections from the con- 


gregation. 


"This is an area where sex is 


openly discussed," White said. 
"There is no ducking the fact 
that there was sex in biblical 
times." 


The Rev. William 
E. Mc- 


Greary, pastor of the church, 
agrees with White's novel ap- 
proach to Bible reading. "The 
idea has worked very well. A lot 
of the youngsters don't realize 
how interesting the Bible is and 
this has stimulated interest." 


The titles for some of the 


more familiar chapters are self- 
explanatory. However, some as- 
signments deal 
with passages 


not so familiar and are vague, 
but White explains this makes 
the youngsters want to learn 
what it is all about. 


There also are 
titles for 


sports-minded pupils: 


Samson — "Blind acrobat 


brings down the house." 


David and Goliath - "Rookie 


hurls one-hitter over Phils."

Q-4Vhat d o e s nontoxic 


secondary hyperthyroid i s m 
mean? Does it require medi- 
cation? 
A—When hyperthyroidism 


(overactivity of the thyroid) 
occurs without any apparent 
cause, the condition is known 
as toxic goiter. Hyperthyroid- 
ism may also result secondary 
to taking too much thyroid 
extract, possibly to reduce or 
because of a thyroid deficien- 
'cy. This could be considered 
nontoxic and the treatment 
would be to cut down on the 
dose or stop taking the ex- 
tract. 


Q—Tests show that my 


thyroid activity is low and my 
doctor says I should 
take 


thyroid pills indefinitely. I 
read recently that 
"thyroid 


indiscriminately used can 
play havoc with the whole 
endocrine balance." What do 
you say? 


A—To take thyroid pills to 


reduce can be dangerous but 
to take them to supplement a 
deficiency in your body under 
medical supervision is not 
"indiscriminate use." 


Q—I had my thyroid re- 


• moved and am taking Syn- 


throid. What are my chances 
for a normal life? Are there 


, any side effects from 
the 


drug? 
A—The drug you are taking 


is a thyroid supplement. The 
dosage must be carefully ad- 
justed to meet your needs. 
Too much would cause the 
symptoms of hyperthyroidism 
you may have had before 
your thyroid was removed. 
Too little would cause 


symptoms of a thyroid defU 
ciency. Just enough would 
allow you to lead a normal 
life irt the absence of any 
other abnormality. 


Q—A doctor tells me I 


have a thyroid that must be 
removed. I went to another 
doctor who said that with 
medication i would not need 
an operation. What do 1 do 
now? 


A—Try the medical treat- 


ment. If this fails you can 
still have your thyroid re- 
moved. 


Q—I am pregnant and my 


doctor says I have a fibroid 
tumor. Why doesn't he get an 
X ray to see whether the tu- 
mor is in the uterus or in the 
tube? Will my baby be nor- 
mal? 


A—An X ray would not tell

Daylight Saving 
Time Is O.K., But 
Why Have a Law? 
C 


onsidering 
that Arkansas 


still Is predominantly a state 
of farmers and small city 


businesses the lower house of the 
General 
Assembly 
obviously 


voted the will of the people Wed- 
nesday when It passed a bill op- 
posing Daylight Saving Time, The 
vote against moving the clock a- 
head by one hour this spring was 
overwhelming, 75 to 15. 


Adoption of the "anti" decla- 


ration by the whole General 
Assembly Is made necessary by 
a new federal law of last year 
which declares Daylight Saving 
Time to be compulsory in all 
states except those whose leg- 
islatures speak out against it. 


The idea behind Daylight Sav- 


ing Time Is of course sound — 
from the viewpoint of industrial 
workers and other city-dwellers. 
You take an hour's daylight off 
the early morning and add it to 
the late evening where It will 
most benefit the city-dweller in 
extra leisure time outdoors. 


But the switch Is opposed by 


farmers, on whom the effect is 
disadvantageous. Farming 
is 


anchored to the sun regardless 
how the clock is set. The farmer 
can't start his work-day an hour 
earlier because his startingtime 
is regulated by how soon the 
morning sun has dried up the 
overnight dew to permit working 
the fields. 


Your editor never has been in 


sympathy with the idea of mak- 
ing daylight-saving compulsory 
by law. A more practical, less 
cumbersome system, would be 
the voluntary one of holding work- 
er elections in the cities to 
change working hours during the 
summer months, leaving the rest 
of the community and country- 
side to do what it wished. Back 
In college years I spent part of 
a summer working at the Cleve- 
land Tractor,, Co.. plant, tr.yvi-^ 
'facturer of the" small Cletrac 
machine, Cleveland, Ohio. Man-
